They are both decldsd Improve-
ments over the burdenscme crepes and nun's
velllngs, but the first mourning vell I= gen-
erally preferred in the more somber stuffs,

To those Inexperienced in this sad line
of shopping, the buying of first mourning

gowns should call for serious thinking or
else be loft entirely In akilied hands, It ia
0 easy to overdo n thing that la new, to be
Indifferent to a bow or buckle too much.
And today, as always, the ethiez of good
taste demand that no superfluous ornnment
shall weur the melancholy dignity of sor-
row's external expression,

Qf courre there are always trimmings In
plenty for those who will have them. There
are dull Jets, and huge crepe sleeves pnd
rustling armuro silks, but plainness, esasy
flowing lines, and soft, retiring textures are
the points that now distinguish the most
correct black,

In wools for street as well as house wear,
crepon, gralued or crinkley, Is a favorite
and dressy material,

One very rich design in it—and expensive
one—has over ils frosty weave, which lg as
heavy as a summer blanket, large ralsed
blots that might almost be likened to tears.
Another, quite as solld, Is woven In dull
grains, and this js likewise for street wear
The erinkled pattern s preferrad for house
use, and Is often as light and fragils as
veillng, and in this weight affords most
gracious possibilities for draping.

After careful sponging véry dull eamel's
halr may also be used; and through the
mme procesa—limited sponging I8 no unim-
portant factor with most heavy wools nowa-
days—n rich and handsome effect can be
guined from o new highly glace material,
that seoms lo have no especlal name,

In sllk, besides the armdre and dull gros
grain, peau de aole . ls also admitted as
mourning., A very beautiful and appropriate
house dress, for deep mourning, lately seen,
had n sMghtly trained skirt of peau de sole,
and & ohiffon round bodlee, that, like the
skirt, was without any sign of stiffening.

An effective and sensible street gown of
English scrge, trimmed with narrow mohalr
hrald, hind a hablt basque, upd over Its moil-
erately “flared and sifwned lower skirt a
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doublo akirt effect that lifted slightly at
the left side.

With furs, Persian, astrakhan, lyux and
the cousluly Httle monkey skins, though all
worn with color, are the only ones accounted
strietly mourniog.

BAKING CAKE,

Successful Cake Making Is by No Means »n
Matter of Luck.

A woman who invariably suceseds with her
cakes is generally looked upon by less favored
individuals as the possessor of a “luck"
somewhat akin to witcheraft, which precludea

the possibllity of Its owner ever having
heavy, burnt, soggy stufl, While  some
people may be luck=, yst the greater num-

ber who fail do so from lgnorance of funda-
mentrl rules,

Going *'by guess” s a very common prac-
tice, but far from commendable. Every
household should have its scales. measures
and thermometer. and these should be |n
dally use. The pans should be of {he best,
and kept scrupulously clean, The flour
should be good, butter sweet, and ~ eggs
gtrictly fresh, and the ipgredients nlways
mixed In the same order. A hig bowl & In-
dispongable, and the same ocup should be
used for everything, Before starting, have
all the things ready. Say, the cake  be
baked is a current cake, for which the re-
cipe Is as follows:

Two cups sugar, 14 oup of butter, 4 cups
flour, 3 teaspoons baking powder, 4 eggs, 2
teaspoons vanilla, 2 cups ocurrants,

Have the currants cleaned and perfectly dry.
Sprinkle with flour, and mix with ths hand
il ench Is powdered so that they will mix
evenly through the dough. Any fruit or nuts
oot flaured will sink to the bottom. Measure
the flour and add to it the baking powder,
sifting two or (hree times, Heat the eggs
separitely, very light, measiura the sugar and
butter Jnto the mixing bowl: have the re-
quirad amonnt of milk ded the vanlila rendy,
and lastly gremse the pan well with butter
and either flour thoroughly bottom and sldes,
or else put a greased papes [(n the bottom.

First ocream the butter anpd sugar thor-
oughly, then add the yolks of ¢EEE, then
the mili, then the four, a handful at a
time, then the flavoring, afterwards the cur-
rants, and last, the whites of the egus. The
mixtire must be stirred briskly and con-
stantly In the same dlaction always. A
wooillen spoon s about the best, as the handle
will not bend lke a metal one It takis a
great deal of strength for the final beating,
but unless It Is given the texture of the
cake will be coarse. ANl loaf cakes should
b baked in square tins rather than round,
and the mixture should not reach the top
by about three-fourths of ap inch, to allow
for raising, else it will run over the sldes
and spoll i1s appearance,

The temperature of the oven I & yery
Important factor. It should not be too hot
at firsl, or the outslde wiil bake so mueh
abonér than the Inside ax 1o spoil the cake.
Nelther should it be too cold, or the eake
will fall at opee.  If water dropped on the
bottom hisses, ‘it I8 hot enough for baking.
If the cake shows .a tendency to brown 100
quickly on the top eover with a sheet of
brown paper. if. on «the contrary, the bottom
covka too rapidly set the oven grate  be-
neath At Have the fire steady, and do
not shake the steve or open the oven any
oftener than s necessary. Test with a
broom splidt: 1 nothing adheres to it it is
done through, Do not eut 1) cold, let It
cool gradually. Then remove from the pan,
It desired to lce, It la hetter to leave (1]
the next day and then apply to the botlom
instead of top. as this gives a smooth sur-
face. This Is true of all pakes,

Layer cakes take twenty minutes each to
bake, Loaf cakes. from an  hour and
B guarter to three hours, according to wige
and kind.

A cup shonld be about half a pint in liguid,
or ball & pound in dry measure. Two cups
represent @ pound of sugar or flour, exempli-
fying the old adage: “A pint's & pound the
world round.” A balf-cup, representing a
gift or fourth of a pint, Is taken as four
ounees.  Four teaspoonsful are equal to one
tablespoonful, and two tablespoonsful equal
to ane ounce.  Thess measurvs are sccepted
by all bakers,

The yolks of eggs are well beaten when s
spoonful can be Laken wup, The whitea,

fQaepeat erepe, and, ladeod, to judge by the

and Peru, They are about the size of a
wmall squirgel, but much less active than our
own frisking, frollesome flashes of fur, with
very large round ears, covered but slightly
with down. -They use¢ thelr fore paws to
convey the fond to thelr mouths, which aro
but half as long as their hind lege. Belng
of a genile nature, with no fghting In-
stinets, their ohly chance of safety lles in
flight, #0 they burrow In the mountain whlas
long tunnels, whose depth and extent enable
them to elude thelr pursuers, They ars
hunted by dogs, who are trained to take them
without Injuring the fur.

The auncient Peruvians used to weave very
beautiful materials of the plucked halrs,
which wers used only by royalty.
Probably ons  resson of the popu-
larity of this fur at present is
that in 1830 the French naturalists first gave
thelr attention to the chinchillas, baing en-
abiled to verify the sthtements mad: by
Molina many years before by observing some
of the Httle animals which had been brought
to the “Ménngerie of the Museum™ In Paris
Public attention was drawn to them. The
fur became the fashion. As we are now
masqueraf ng in the costumes of that period
we, too, mugt wear chinchilla.

There are three gradea of the fur. The
cheapest comes of & cross breed and Is rec-
cgnizable by its darker coler aund shorter
fur. The second in value Is the real chin-
chilla, but takeén from an old animal, whilk
the very young ones furnish the most beaut!-
fal and wvaluable skins. Of these Lhe fur
Is long, the color a light pearly gray, angd
In certain llg!rw thera is upon them a eflken
sheen thnl[l_ burh admired by connols-
seurs. Thd mofhs are more appreciative of
chinchilla than of any other fur and seem
Lo have an instinetive preference for the best
Through the summer the furriers wage In-
cossant wor with these destroyers, never

RUSSIA'S  ROYAL  CZARINA

The Beautiful Princess Who Will Reign Be-
xide Nicholas IT.

—_—

HAS A POSITIVE 'MIND OF HER OWN

Allx Lod a Lively Childhood but Is Now a
Kolf- Retinnt, Hardy Girt Why Hetased
to Beolnre Mer Heliglon
Aecursed,

LONDON, Nov, 24 —(8pecial.)—Princess
Allx, the future empress of the young Cear
Nicholas, is far more English in scntiment
and tralning than many of her English
conxing, From babyhood she has begn sur-
rounded by nurses, attendants  and gov-
ernenses selected at Windsor and Balmoral,
and since the age of § she has beep mothered
and cared for' almost exclusively by her
royal gruodmother, Queen Vietoria,

Princdess Alix of Hoeste Is the youngest
living child of the late grand duke and
Auohess of Hesse Darmitadt, and her mother,
Prinooss Alice, was the most popular of the
English royal family, and her love and de-

votlon to her mother were touchingly proved
In the remarkable volume of letters pub-
lished after her death, Her widower's fool-
Ish Intrigue with his Russian ambassador's
wife, Mme. Kalomine, did not destroy Queen
Victoria's affection for her dead daughter's
“adored Louls. "

Princess Alix I8 tall and slender, falr
hair and blue eyed, with a reflned, sensitive
face, She looks older than her 22 years,
and hos in her short life known many sor-
rows. Her mother died when she was only
6 years old, although she was fortunate in
Lthe possession of a particularly admirable
and thoroughly competent nurse, rejoleing
In the typiteal English name of Orchard, Her
chilldhood, save for the leng visls she pald
to her matornnl grandmother, were spent in
comparative seclusion, for her three nisivrs,
Victorla, Elzabeth and Irene, wore all con-
slderatdy older than herself. and her friend
and playfellow, Prince “Ernfe,"” was #soon
taken away from nursery lfe and put under
the guardlanship of tutors and soldiers,

As the princess grew up she btcame far
more her father's companion and friend than
any of her sisters had ever been. Her
governess, Miss Jackson, proved a kind and
Indulgent gulde, phllosopher and {riend to
the lonely young girl, and owlog to her of-
‘crte Princess Allx may be sald to be a
highly educated woman in the best sensoe of
the term; she is widoly and well remd and
naturally possesses IPrench, Hnglish and
German “n foned. "’

Yeurs passed by and the princess showed
no disposition to meake one of those early
mirrigges which dre S0 eomimon among
European royalties, It was sald, and I be-
lHeve with reason, that Queen Vietorla wished
to see her favorite granddaughter married
ta her heir presumptive, and accordingly
frstly the duke of Clarence and, after his
tragic death, the duke of York, were a good
deal thrown with thelr pretty cousin, The
prince of Wales, wise Iin his generation, has
always discountenanced Cerman marriages,
amd It was owing to his Influence in a groat
measure that Princess May of Teck, the
danghter of a really poralar and IBnglish born
princess, was finally’ sclected by first one
and then another of his sons.

As long ago as the jubilee year, when the
Princess Allx was a lttle over 15, It war
whispered that the czarewitch was much at-
tractod to the orplan princess whose close
connection with the Russian roval family is
searcely recognized even now. Hesse Darm-
stadt, though n small German state, has
already given thred epmpresses to Russla,
includipg the much-loved Crarina Marje, the
late cxar's mother, n woman of sterling
goodness, whose great heartes] charlty mada
her adored by the Russian poasantry.

The marriage of the I'rincess Blia to the
late czar's brother, the Grand Duke Serge,
also drew the {families closer together,
Princess AlIx wos constantly vigiting her sis-
ter in Russia, and It is sald that from the
first Alexander 111, expressed great Intlercst
and affection for his young cousin, although
he by no means hastened on his son's en-
gugement,

At lawt, after a prolopged tour through
India, Japan and Siberin, vhe czarewitch ex-
prosaed his determination te settle down, but
Princess Alix showed no undue haste to avail
herself of the bLrilllant propositions made Lo
her, and she only cansented to his formal be-
trothal on the occasion of her brother's wed-
ding to Princess Victoria Melita of Bdin-
burgh, the second daughter of the doke of
Coburg. On that occasion the wholpe English
and Gorman royal familles were gathered
together, hut so little was the engagemaont
expected that the young emperor of Ger-
many, not crediting the message sent to him,
ran through the streels of the plcturesque
little town of Coburg, and elbowed his way
throngh the crewd surrounding the royal
schloge In order to ascertain for himsell the
joytul fuct, for to him the marringe of the
future czar to a German princess was nal-
urally a great veason for self-congratu'ation

“Grandma, we have come to tell vou of our
betrathal, and to agk you for your blessing. '
the cearewitel sald to the qoeen when telling
her of his own and the Princess Alix's en-
gagement; but although thé young coupls
were overwhelmed with good wishes from far
and pear, the czar and czarinn being of the
first to send substantial tokens of their warm

Still it is clear that |
the czarina of Holy Russia caunot he any
thing but arthodex, and the engagement hwd
searcely been announced when twe Greok
priests were sent to Insirucl the princess
with a view of her Joining her foture hus-
band's faith. The princess lent herself with
fuirly good grace to all that was proposed (i1]
whe found that she would be required to de-
clare that her late religion was “‘aceursed.™
This she absclutely refused to do, and as o
consequence Lhe marrlage was at one time
almoat broken off.  After many “‘pour-par-
lers™ the primate of the Greek chureh  oon
pented to alter the form of abjuration to the
wards, *'I Join the Greek church In order to
be of the same rellgon as my fulure husband
and chiidren,”” and until this was clearly and
publicly stated the princess would not even
consent  to consider the queutton of her
change of falth. Priucess Allx, sines the
death of her father, has YGeen the guest of
her brother at the grand dueal palace of
Darmstadt. Tharo ghe had and has her own
suite of rooms filled with portraits of her
English relations and friends and lined with
books old und new, German and English.

Her marriage was (o have taken place itwo
months before the cear's fatal lness, had It
not Leen for religlious diMculties, amd the
fact that she hersell was In no hurry to he-
gin her now life, Unllke the exaréwitch, who
is painfully nervous and to whom even the
no'se of a seltzer bottle belng opened pro-
duces a painful impression, the princess has
exiraordinary sell-command and much of her
grandmother's sterling good sense ana
knowledge of the world, Often It has been
her part to act as peacomakor between her
wigters and thelr busbands, and bhad it oot
been for her the Grand Duke and Grand
Pruchess Serge would bave been separated
lawg ngo. It was the kuowledge of this fast
that made (he cazar Arst comsent 1o Lhe
thought of her marriage with his ecldest son.
For in Russla, czarinas have alwuys played
an lmportant part in the affairs of state,
